£860 a Year. 


Over twen'y years ago a tried and 
trusted servant in the employment of 
the Hampton Court Palace authori- 
ties became entitled to a pension. 

In the ordinary way 
have been about a pound a week; 
but his employers suggested that in- 
stead of taking a pension he should 
manage the famous Hampton Court 
Maze, and trust to the receipts for his 
income, the authorities guaranteeing 
to maintain the Maze and keep it 
clean, free of cost to the manager.

During the first year his receipte 
were over £600, the second brought in

money came to him in pennies—the 
charge for admission to the Maze—it. 
will seem incredible. 

The state has made many bad bar- 
gains in the past, owing to a want 
of knowledge and foresight on the 
part of the officials, ‘Thus the great 
chair question in the public parks of 
London was dealt with in a very 
peculiar manner. 

An ex-royal servant, in the person 
of a middle-aged lady, was given the 
right to let 2,000 chairs in Hyde Park 
and the Green Park in lieu of a small 
Feiler For many years the old 
ady coined money, though the exact 
amount: of her income was never 
made known.

Washington, D.C.—The plan to be} 
pursued by the Republican opposi- 
tion to the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement bill was announced upon 
the authority of regular and insurg-! 
ent Republican senators to be that 
of endeavoring to secure amendments 
in the agreement bill, whereby many 
manufactured articles that are pro- 
ducts of the United States and Can- 
ada shall be transferred to the free 
list. This course is said to be based 
upon the idea that on a straight vote, 
it it were taken at any time in the! 
senate, the majority would be in; 
favor of the passage of the measure. 

In speaking the course to he _pur- 
sued Senator McCumber, of North, 
Dakota, who is a member of the fi- 
nance committee, said: 

“We have only one sure and effec- 
tive way of attacking this obnoxious 
Canadian agreement bill, and that is 
by giving protectionists in the manu-, 
facturing centres the same_ kind of 
treatment they propose in the agree- 
ment. We Republicans in the agri-) 
cultural states are protectionists and 
we insist that a full measure of pro- 
tection shall at all times be accorded 
agricultural productions as well as 
manufactured products. If there is 
to be any departure from this estab- 
lished policy of the Republican party 
it must apply to manufactured goods 
as well as to agricultural staples.” 

The Republicans in the senate are 
expecting that within a reasonable’ 
time the Canadian agreement will 
pass the house without modification. 

This bill will pass, with practical- 
ly the entire voice of the Democrats | 
in the house with a majority of the) 
Republicans. 

It is the expectation of the Repub- 
lican leaders in both houses, however, 
that the Democratic committee on 
ways and means in the house will not 
forward a bill making radical changes 
in the wool and woollen goods sche- 
dule before the Cenadian agreement 
bill is acted upon. The principal feat- 
ure of the wool bill to come from the 
ways and means committee is said to 
be the abolition of all specific sche- 
dule and the retention of ad valorem 
rates of duty and those duties materi- 
ally lower than are now carried in 
that schedule. So far as can be learn- 
ed the insurgent Republicans from 
the agricultural states are as much 
opposed to such radical reductions in 
the wool and woollen schedule as they 
are to the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment bill.

a model for the lessening of — strife 
umong nations, if it receives the Uffit- 
ed States senate’s constitutional seal 
of approval. This is no reason for 
haste in its conclusion, it was point- 
ed out, and because of the mammoth 
task which its importance involves, 


the negotiations will proceed with 
deliberation. 
The commission will endeavor to 


have it in completed form for pres- 
entation to the senate before the ad- 
journment of the approaching extra 
session of congress. Ag far as the ne- 
gotiations have proceeded, it has de- 
veloped that while the treaty will pro- 
vide for the arbitration of practically 
jall disputes that may arise between 
the two countries, including matters 
relative to questions of honor, it will 
not provide the machinery for the ar- 
bitration of each specific controversy. 
That will be arranged by special 
agreements under the general treaty 
in each instance, 

The treaty between this country and 
{Great Britain was discussed recently 
at the New York Press club. It was 
attended by representatives of peace 
societies and of commercial, financial, 
religious -and other interests,
